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Police hit 
streets in 
early 
hours after 
sudden 
surge in 
incidents 


A WEEK-LONG ‘crime spike’ 
has hit Haverhill - bucking 
the trend after annual 
figures showed a dramatic 
drop in crime figures. 

Now police officers in plain 
clothes will be patrolling the 
streets in the early hours of the 
morning in a bid to catch 
criminals in action. 

Insp Peter Ferrie, who took over as 
sector commander for Haverhill last 
October, said in the past week a total of 
33 “acquisitive” crimes - in which 
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property is stolen - had been reported 
in the area, compared to an average 
over the three previous years of 18. 

Of these, 26 were in the town itself, 
compared the previous average of 14. 
There had been four house burglaries, 
compared to a previous average of one, 
and nine burglaries from sheds or 
garages, compared to three previously. 

However, year-on-year figures 
showed a 10 per cent drop in acquisitive 
crimes, from a total of 848 to 763.

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MR hits out 
at ‘rewards 
for failure’ 


HAVERHILL’S MP has hit out at the 
culture of ‘rewards for failure’ and 
called for executives to be 
prosecuted for serious financial 
recklessness. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West Suffolk 
and co-author of the recent 
book Masters of No thing, was 
making a speech to the to 
Policy Exchange group in 
Parliament. Before becoming 
an MP he had worked for the 
Bank of England and as an 
advisor to Chancellor George 
Osborne. 

Mr Hancock, right, 
outlined the ways in which 
‘rewards for failure’ are 
wrong ethically and bad 
economically. He said the 
Conservative Party is ideally 
placed to challenge the issue 
and that of executive pay 
more widely. 

In his speech, he said: “It’s been called 
the ‘something-for-nothing’ culture; 
economists call it rent extraction, I call it 
‘rewards for failure’. 

“These examples of rewards for failure 
are part of a broader something-for- 
nothing culture that grew up in our 
welfare system, in parts of the public 
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sector, and in some of our boardrooms 
too. I want to argue that on both counts - 
on the economics and on the ethics - 
rewards for failure must be 
addressed and that addressing 
them runs deep in the 
conservative tradition. 

“For years Labour failed to 
act, afraid as they were of 
upsetting the Faustian pact 
they had entered into: to let 
banks rip and spend the tax 
revenues. We all know how 
that ended. 

“The rule of law; 
enforcement of contract; 
monopoly controls; anti 
subsidy; insider trading rules; 
these are all crucial to well¬ 
functioning markets, to 
ensure markets are fair, so success to link 
reward to success not failure. 

“I want to see a law which makes it 
possible to prosecute executives for 
serious financial recklessness. 

“Our goal must be to make executives 
think harder about the consequences of 
their actions, and change the culture of 
finance so it is safer for us all.”

Inspector unhappy after 
‘really bad week’ of crime

Insp Ferrie said shift patterns 
were being changed - officers 
would make later foot patrols 
to try to catch criminals in the 
act. 

He said: “We have had a 
really bad week and it is not 
something I want to continue. 
My officers will be out at 4am, 
walking not riding round the 
estates and in plain clothes, as 
that is the only way of catching 
these people. 

“We have seen a sudden 
spike in crime over the past 
week and I have not yet got to 
the bottom of what is causing 
it. It could be a small group of 
offenders or just one person 
who has become active. 

“We will be taking direct 
action to tackle it and 
information from the public is 
crucial in helping us to do 
that. 

“People can also help 
themselves by making their 
property secure; if all the gates 
in Haverhill were locked, 
offenders could probably only 
commit two offences in a 
night instead of four.” 

In some recent incidents, 
jewellery, an iPod and a digital 
camera were among the items 
stolen when a house in 
Recreation Road, Haverhill, 
was broken into between 8am 
and 1.20pm on Monday. A cat- 


flap at the rear of the property 
was damaged, an untidy 
search made and items stolen 
including jewellery in three 
wooden boxes, keys, an iPod 
and docking station, a digital 
camera and documents. 

Between 6pm and 6.30pm 
on Saturday, a Ford Transit van 
parked in St James Court was 
broken into and a large 
quantity power tools stolen. In 
Chainey Pieces, Haverhill, 
between noon last Thursday, 
and 12.30pmon Sunday, a 
garden shed was broken into 
and a man’s red Voodoo 
mountain bike stolen. 

At about 8pm on Sunday 
three sheds in a garden in 
Crowland Road, Haverhill, 
were entered and power tools 
moved, before the offenders 
were disturbed and fled 
empty-handed.

Insp Ferrie said he was very 
pleased with overall figures for 
the past 12 months, compared 
to an average of the previous 
three years. Domestic burg¬ 
laries were down from 79 to 
58, sheds etc from 184 to 129, 
and anti-social behaviour 
down by almost 300 crimes 
from 1,809 to 1,523.

AFTER more than two 
decades of debate, 
plans to pedestrianise 
Haverhill’s High Street 
by the end of the year 
are being put forward 
- even though a public 
inquiry still looks 
likely. 

Suffolk County Council 
and St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council have this 
week launched joint plans 
to improve the shopping 
experience in Haverhill 
High Street, including an 
end to the conflict between 
pedestrians and vehicles by 
banning traffic during the 
daytime. 

It also involves moving 
the ailing Friday market 
there, where the Saturday 
market is already held. 
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The High Street would be 
closed to traffic, with gates 
similar to those in Queen 
Street, from 10am to 4pm 
on Sunday to Thursday, and 
on Fridays and Saturdays 
from 6am to 6pm. 

Traffic would no longer 
be able to enter the High 
Street or Queen Street past 
the Merton Slade junction 
in Swan Fane or past the 
Bull pub in Camps Road. 

The bottom of Swan 
Fane would become two- 
way, with traffic lights 
provided so large vehicles 
could pass through. A 
20mph speed limit would 
be introduced when the 
street is open to traffic to 
create a safe environment 


for pedestrians. 

A new block-paved 
surface would be put in 
across the width of the road 
from the junctions with 
Swan Fane to the junction 
with Quakers Fane to create 
a new civic area with 
seating, planters and cycle 
parking and public artwork. 
A vehicular path would be 
inferred through the area 
with different colours in the 
block-paving. A plaza area 
would also be created at 
Jubilee Walk junction, to 
give this area a similar feel 
to the area outside the Arts 
Centre. 

Crowland Road would 
either have restricting 
parking or become one¬ 
way for south-west bound 
traffic. A dedicated area for 
blue badge parking would 
be created in the Brook Car 


Park, combined with the 
blue badge parking area 
between Eden Road and 
Duddery Road, to enable 
disabled road users to 
access both end of the 
High Street during the 
restricted hours. 

Cllr Anne Gower, St 
Edmundsbury Cabinet 
member for Haverhill, said 
she had lobbied hard for 
the £750,000 of Govern¬ 
ment funding and that the 
paving and other improve¬ 
ments would go ahead, 
even if objections to the 
traffic orders meant a 
public inquiry had to be 
held over the traffic issues. 

She said: “It is about 
supporting the High Street; 
if we were to lose Peacocks 
and Bon Marche, it would 
leave huge holes and we 
have got to try and boost 


the markets and increase 
footfall in the town centre. 

“The plans going on 
show put pedestrians first. 
I hope that as many 
people as possible will be 
able to drop in and talk to 
us. “ 

Christopher Gurteen, 
whose factory is in the 
centre of the town has 
been one of the main 
objectors to the scheme 
and was at the launch of 
the exhibition. He said: “It 
all looks wonderful, but it 
is no different to what has 
been proposed before and 


does not overcome our 
objections. Access is 
provided, but it is too 
narrow for our lorries and 
there is conflict with 
pedestrians. I think there 
will still have to be a public 
inquiry and this all seems a 
huge waste of money. “ 

The plans and 
questionnaire will run 
from January 27 to 
February 10. Residents and 
businesses will be able to 
view the boards in the Arts 
Centre at Haverhill High

Warning over 
holiday scams 

PEOPLE booking a sunny holiday to cure 
their winter blues are being warned to be 
vigilant about scam operators. 

Suffolk Trading Standards has been 
made aware of several incidents 
involving county residents being misled 
by websites associated with booking 
holidays abroad. 

The European Healthcare Insurance 
Card (EHIC), which provides reduced- 
cost medical treatment in Europe, is free 
via the NHS. However, many 
unscrupulous websites charge 
unnecessarily for this service and often 
appear as paid adverts at the top of 
search engines. These sites will charge an 
administrative fee to check applications, 
which can be up to £15 per person. 

People purchasing visas to travel 
outside Europe can also face 
unnecessary charges. 

Cllr Colin Spence, Suffolk County 
Council’s portfolio holder for public 
protection, said: “We would like to urge 
people not to get caught out, to do their 
homework and to check the small print 
on these websites.”

Woman, 19, told 
police officer: 
‘I’ll bottle you’ 


A WOMAN who threat¬ 
ened to ‘bottle’ a police 
officer has been banned 
from all pubs and clubs in 
her home town for six 
months and ordered to do 
unpaid community work. 

Helen Mason, 19, of Snowdon 
Court, Haverhill, admitted three 
charges relating to the incident 
in Haverhill High Street on 
Boxing Day. 

Her solicitor said Mason was 
so drunk she could not 
remember much about it. 

District Judge David Cooper 
described her behaviour as 
‘outrageous’ when she appeared 
before him at Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ Court on Tuesday. 

He said: “Your behaviour was 
disgraceful, going out with a 
bottle and telling the officer ‘I 
am going to bottle you’. 

“I am making you subject to a 
court order and if you don’t obey

it, you will be brought back 
before me, I will lose my temper 
and you will go to prison.” 

Ros Keppleman, prosecuting, 
said a male friend of Mason’s 
had put his arm through a 
window and cut it. 

As she tried to help him, 
police officers asked her to step 
back. She started to swear at 
them, and then began to move 
her arm towards a bottle they 
could see in her pocket. 

She threatened to ‘bottle’ one 
of the officers and resisted when 
they arrested her. 

Mason told police the offence 
had only happened because she 
had consumed a few drinks and 
she was trying to protect her 
friend. 

Paul Cammiss, representing 
Mason, said she had pleaded 
guilty, but could not remember a 


lot about the incident. 

Marie Bluett, of the probation 
service, produced a report 
before Mason was sentenced 
and said she had previously 
committed public order and 
anger management offences. 

Mrs Bluett said: “She says she 
will try to keep her temper in the 
future. She feels the police tend 
to target her and I feel she is a 
medium risk of re-offending. 
Unpaid work would act as a 
punishment for her.” 

Mason admitted charges of 
using threatening behaviour 
towards PC Stuart Cirket, 
possessing an offensive weapon 
and obstructing PC Cirket in the 
execution of his duty. 

Judge Cooper made Mason 
subject of a 12-month comm¬ 
unity order, including 80 hours 
of unpaid work, and made an 
order excluding her from all 
pubs and clubs in Haverhill for 
six months.

Council bids to 
ran Place Court

TOWN councillors 
have expressed an 
interest in running a 
care home in a bid 
to avoid it being take 
over by a private 
company. 

A 4,000-signature 
petition was sent to 
Suffolk County Council 
last year, opposing plans 
to close or sell off Place 
Court residential home 
for the elderly in Camps 
Road, Haverhill. 

At Haverhill Town 
Council’s recent meeting, 
members agreed to 
register an interest with 
Suffolk County in running 
the home, possibly under 
the terms of the new 
Localism Act, which 
encourages transferring 
control over services to 
the most local level. 

Town clerk Will Austin 
said councillors were 
concerned that if the 
home was sold as part of 
a package with 16 others 
run by Suffolk County 
Council to one of three 
private bidders interes¬ 
ted, the high standard of 


care provided would be 
compromised. 

Mr Austin said 
although the Localism 
Act was already in force, 
regulations of how it 
would work had not yet 
been provided. He said: 
“The town council is 
hopeful that in the spirit 
of the legislation the 
county council will 
respond to our expression 
of interest and consider it 
along with potential 
buyers.” 

An invitation for 
Suffolk County Council to 
send a representative to 
the meeting to discuss 
Place Court was declined. 
Cllr Colin Noble, Suffolk 
County Council’s port¬ 


folio holder for adult and 
care services, wrote to the 
council saying that he 
believed a move to one of 
the three bidders, who all 
wanted to build a new 
home on the Place Court 
site, would be best for the 
home. 

Town mayor Maureen 
Byrne and fellow coun¬ 
cillors agreed to continue 
to fight against plans to 
sell off the home. It was 
agreed to invite Deborah 
Cadman, new chief 
executive officer for 
Suffolk County Council, 
to come to Haverhill to 
discuss the issue and Cllr 
Byrne said she would lead 
a deputation to Ipswich 
to fight the plan.

Police facing a 
tax rise or cuts 


SUFFOLK Police Authority 
is to decide whether to 
raise council tax or face a 
cut in officer numbers - 
while the county council is 
set to consider proposals 
on how to save £26m in the 
next financial year. 

Members of the Police 
Authority are to choose between 
keeping the amount of council tax 
given to police at last year’s levels 
and accepting a one-off £1.25m 
Government grant, or increasing 
its component of the council tax 
by 3.75 per cent to generate 
£1.55m. 

Acceptance of the Government 
grant would mean the police 
receive at least £1.6m less per year 
thereafter with the consequence 
that police numbers, which 
started 2011/12 at 1,217, would 
drop below 1,200. 

Chief Constable Simon Ash of

Suffolk Police will tell members he 
would have concerns if numbers 
were to fall below 1,200. 

Numbers would stay above this 
threshold if council tax levels are 
raised. 

Ioanna Spicer, chairman of the 
Police Authority, said decisions 
would not be taken before all 
financial scenarios had been 
examined. 

She said: “We recognise that 
these are difficult times for 
everyone and want to do 
everything we can to keep costs 
down for council tax payers across 
the county. 

“However, our role as an 
authority is to secure an efficient 
and effective policing service for 
Suffolk, which already has one of 
the lowest cost forces in the 
country. 


“We need to get this balance 
right." 

The authority will discuss the 
two options and the entire 
policing budget tomorrow before 
making decisions on Monday. 

Meanwhile, Suffolk County 
Council’s cabinet is set to meet on 
Tuesday to discuss budget-saving 
proposals which, if approved, will 
be decided by the full council in 
February. 

The measures would see the 
authority’s share of council tax 
remain the same but it would look 
to save £8m from its adult social 
care budget by putting more 
money into helping the 
vulnerable earlier to prevent 
people needing costlier support 
later. 

Other savings would include 
£12m gained through removing 
processes and introducing 
efficiency savings, and an 
additional £1.5m would be shaved 
off management costs.

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Husband sets himself Peru 


challenge in wife’s memory 


When Graham Rouse’s beloved wife Carole 
died from cancer at just 48, it felt like history 
repeating itself: he had lost his first wife, 
Gloria, to cancer at the same age. But with 
Carole’s words - ‘don’t sit and mope, you’ve 
got to get on with life’ - ringing in his ears, 
Graham embarked on a gruelling fundraising 
challenge in her memory... 


dogs Jazz, Ace and Theo 
- his accomplishment 
has so far raised more 
than £6,600 for the Wood 
Green animal charity at 
Godmanchester. 

In September 2009, 
Carole found a lump in 
the right hand side of her 
face. A biopsy confirmed 
she had salivary duct 
cancer - a rare form of 
cancer - and, just a week 
before Christmas, she 
underwent major 
surgery to remove the 
tumour from her right 
parotid gland. 

“It was a very 
aggressive strain and one 
that wouldn’t respond to 
chemotherapy,” says 
Graham. “That was told 
to us from the start.” 

Both keen travellers - 
the couple actually met 
on holiday and lived in 
Cyprus for four-and-a- 
half years following their 
wedding in 1995 - 
Graham decided to take 
his wife on a cruise 
around the Arabian 
Peninsula to help her 
recovery, before 


beginning a six-week 
course of radiotherapy. 
But just before her 
treatment was due to 
begin Carole, who 
worked for the NHS in 
Cambridge, found a 
further two lumps in 
succession in the same 
area, and required two 
more operations to 
remove them. 

“The operations left 
her a bit low and tearful 
and it did knock her for 
six, but the radio 
treatment was even 
worse,” remembers 
Graham. “That was every 
day for six weeks and it 
really dragged her down 
because she could hardly 
eat; as she put it she 
found herself on an 
involuntary diet, but she 
was a fighter and stood 
the course and she went 
through it.” 

Following the gruelling 
treatment, the couple 
headed to Austria for a 
week of recuperation. 

But while sitting in the 
hotel gardens, Carole 
discovered yet another 


lump, this time on the 
opposite side of her face. 
“The only way that the 
cancer could go from 
one side to the other was 
through the body, 
following the lymph 
glands,” says Graham. 
“So they did a whole 
body scan and found hot 
spots in her liver, 
abdomen and upper 
chest cage. We were told 
at the end of 2010 that 
the cancer was terminal. 
And that’s when our 
world fell apart. 

“I’ll always remember 
coming back home after 
that. I was sitting here 
moaning about our 
world being shattered 
but Carole, being Carole, 
just said: ‘There’s no 
point moaning about it, 
we’ve got to get on doing 
things.’ So basically I was 
the one thinking ‘poor 
soul’ and she was saying: 
‘Come on, we need to 
plan what we’re going to 
do.’” 

With doctors 
estimating Carole had 
just 12 months left to 
live, the couple started 
planning a wish list of 
what they wanted to do 
before she got too 
poorly. Holidays to St 
Lucia, Kenya and a 
cruise to the Norwegian 
fjords were booked 
alongside Take That 
tickets and a trip on the 
London Eye followed by 
tea at the Ritz.

S TANDING at 
15,500 feet, 
gazing out at 
the epic Peruvian 
landscape, Graham 
Rouse felt an over¬ 
whelming sense of 
achievement. 

After five days of 
trekking through the 
untouched Lares region 
of Peru last November, 
the 65-year-old had 
battled tough terrain and 
dangerous altitude to 
make it to Machu 
Picchu. 

“I have to admit it was 
very hard,” smiles 
Graham. “The days were 
warm but the nights 
were just so incredibly 
cold; I doubt whether I 
had 20 hours sleep in 10 
days. I was knackered by 
the time I got home and 
it’s taken me a bit of time 
to get over it, but I did it 
for a real reason.” 

Graham completed 
the massive challenge in 
memory of his beloved 
wife Carole, who passed 
away in February last 
year after an 18-month 
battle with cancer, aged 
just 48. 

Both animal lovers - 
Graham, a business 
consultant, shares his 
Needingworth home 
with the couple’s rescue 
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Describing his wife as a 
“fighter” and a 
“completer finisher”, 
Graham smiles when he 
explains that, despite 
becoming quite weak as 
her illness progressed, his 
wife continued to work 
until just a few days 
before she died on 
February 18 last year, just 
four-and-a half months 
after being told her 
cancer was terminal. 

“We did a few of the 
things we planned but we 
didn’t complete them all,” 
says Graham. “The day 
before she died she 
wanted to see the doctor 
and she went in very 
weak - she insisted on 
walking - and actually sat 
there and asked for a 
return to work form. That 
was her way of dealing 
with it, Carole just carried 
on.” 

Tragically, Carole is the 
second wife Graham has 
lost to cancer. His first 
wife, Gloria, died from 
ovarian cancer, also at the 
age of 48, when their son 
Ashley was 14. 

“It’s very spooky and it’s 
very tough to take,” says 
Graham. “I never thought 
marrying someone 16 
years my younger that I 
would be the survivor. 
One thing I fear is being 
here on my own in my 
last days. It was going to 
be reverse roles because 
presumably Carole would 
outlive me because of her 
age, but not so.” 

With the help of 
Graham, Carole had 
planned her own funeral 
- a civil service, including 
one of her favourite songs 
Don’t Worry, Be Happy - 


and, known for her huge 
love for live, had made 
Graham promise to 
continue to live his life to 
the full, after she had 
gone. 

“Two weeks before she 
died we went to St Lucia 
and we went on one of 
the little cruises,” 
remembers Graham. “She 
started getting a bit 
emotional and I asked 
what was wrong and she 
said: ‘This could be my 
last time on a boat.’ We 
got back to the place we 
were staying and she said: 
‘Right, I need to have a 
word, now we need to 
think about you. You have 
to promise me that you 
won’t sit around and 
mope, you’ve had it 
before, you’ve got to get 
on with life’.” 

With support from his 
family and friends and 
some counselling from 
Wallace Cancer Care, 
which was another 
charity close to Carole’s 
heart, Graham has been 
able to look to the future 
once more. 

“When you lose a 
partner there’s a loss of 
confidence and a loss of 
security, and you 
suddenly find yourself in 
the world on your own 
and you’ve got to get 
going again somehow. 

I’ve felt angry, annoyed, 
and much stronger words 
than that and there have 
been moments when I’ve 
been full of emotion and 
you think: ‘Is it worth 
going on?’, but I’ve got 
through that now.” 

A regular donator to 
Wood Green, it was in a 
monthly newsletter from 


the charity that Graham 
found details about the 
trek through Peru, and 
immediately got in touch. 
“I signed up for it quite 
soon after Carole died as 
a focus and something to 
work towards,” says 
Graham. “It got me 
through a lot of last year.” 

With the trip scheduled 
for November, Graham, 
who keeps fit by walking 
his three lively dogs, 
trained for his adventure 
by completing some 
challenging walks in 
Croatia and Austria as 
well as the Lake District 
and the Peak District. 

After five days of 
trekking through the 
remote region, Graham 
was one of 18 to arrive at 
the lost city of Machu 
Picchu, which, he says, 
was a very emotional 
experience. 

“I know she would have 
been very proud of me,” 
he smiles. “It was very 
emotional when we got to 
the top, not just me, lots 
of people, just because 
we had achieved so 
much. 

“It had been a struggle 
and I would never 
attempt it again, not at 
my age, but I did it 
because of Carole, I did it 
because I wanted to 
support the charity and I 
did it because it was a 
positive focus for me, 
which is what she 
wanted.”

PLANS have been un¬ 
veiled to create a new 
park and allotments on 
a former school site to 
mark the Queen’s Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee. 

The two-and-a-half-acre 
site of the former Clements 
Primary School in 
Gloucester Road, Haverhill, 
would be called Jubilee Park 
and would include a 
children’s play area 
surrounded by parkland, 
with a network of footpaths 
to surrounding areas. 

It would be surrounded by 
6ft mesh fencing and gates 
to be locked and unlocked 
by a group of local 
volunteers. 

A number of allotment 
plots would also be 
provided, aimed to reduce 
the current waiting list of 70 
people wanting them in 
Haverhill. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council agreed to develop 
the former school site as a 
public open space to fulfil a 
condition imposed on 
Suffolk County Council 
when it applied for 
permission to build the new 
Clements Primary School on 
a section of the nearby 
Puddlebrook Playing Fields. 

The old school buildings 
have recently been dem¬ 
olished and all that now 
remains on site is a car park,

DURING a turbulent and contentious 
term in power spanning almost 50 
years, J Edgar Hoover was 
instrumental in the fight against 
mounting criminality on the streets of 
America. 

In 1924 he was appointed director of 
the Bureau of Investigation - later to 
become the FBI - and he threw his 
weight behind the latest 
developments in forensic science. 

His achievements were considerable 
but his methods were heavily 
criticised, including supposed heavy- 
handed treatment of suspects and 
secret dossiers on important figures 
which could be used to strengthen 
his position on Capitol Hill. 

As Hoover, played with scenery- 
chewing gusto by Leonardo DiCaprio 
in Clint Eastwood’s handsomely 
crafted and slow-burning biopic, tells 
a close ally, “No-one freely shares 
power in Washington.”

Digging 
for fitness 


I F your New Year 
resolutions to lose 
weight and take up 
exercise are proving hard to 
sustain, a few hours a week 
in the garden will not only 
give you a head start to 
spring but may help as part 
of a fitness programme too. 

Raking leaves, digging, weeding 
and moving shrubs can all be done 
at this time of year and will help 
you tone up. 

Raking and forking helps 
strengthen arms and shoulders and 
tones the abdominal muscles, while 
digging and bending (from the 
knees, keeping the back straight) to 
move or lift plants or pots can help 
tone thighs and buttocks. 

“The thing to keep in mind is 
always to try to do things to your 
maximum range of movements,” 
says Colin Holding, head coach of 
Wildfitness (www.wildfitness, com), 
a company which runs 
transformative fitness holidays. He 
says sitting down is the worst 
position for the human body, 
adversely affecting posture and the 
digestive system and that our 
natural sitting position is, in fact, a 
full squat. 

Weeding beds and borders gives 
the legs, hips and buttocks a good 
workout if you squat while you 
weed. Heavier work such as 
clearing brush and stacking wood 
can give you the equivalent 
workout to a light aerobics class. 

“Get down as low as you can so 
that your bottom is as close to your 
heels as it can be. From that 
position you can do gardening 
rather than getting down on your 
knees,” he advises.

From a squat position you can 
weed or plant and each time you 
move along a border you stand up 
and then squat again. 

“With deep squats, you use the 
biggest muscles in your body - leg, 
thigh and hip muscles - and will 
aid lymphatic drainage, pumping 
out toxins as you completely rely 
on muscular movement for this.” 

He also recommends just 
‘hanging’. In-between other tasks, 
take time to find a high branch of a 
tree and just hang from it to take 
your body weight. 

“It’s great for posture and is 


good for shoulder strength.” 

Balancing on one foot while 
gardening, whether you are 
trimming a hedge or sowing seeds 
in the greenhouse, also promotes 
strength and confidence and keeps 
the nervous system in good 
condition, he says. 

Set yourself a 30-second time 
limit to start and, as you progress, 
increase that and maybe even close 
your eyes, which makes balancing 
harder, he suggests. 

Gardening can help the 
cardiovascular system, reduces the 
risk of high blood pressure, heart 
disease, diabetes, obesity and other 
medical conditions as well as 
burning calories, according to US 
research. 

Half an hour digging can use up 
250 calories, weeding will burn 
105 calories, raking 100 calories 
and mowing the lawn 195, so those 
garden chores you’ve been putting 
off may help you squeeze into 
those jeans which have been on the 
tight side since Christmas. 

“Changing the type of garden 
tools you use can also influence the 


number of calories burned and will 
also have cardiovascular benefits,” 
says award-winning garden 
designer David Domoney, who 
offers tips on how to get fit 
gardening on his website 
www. daviddomoney. com. 

“For example, use a rake instead 
of a leaf blower, take extra long 
strides while raking or use short, 
quick motions, and keep the rake 
close to your body, switching sides 
every two to three minutes.” 

Go for a push mower if you want 
a more strenuous workout, rather 
than a power mower which will 
make the job easier. 

Gardening will not only help you 
physically, but psychologically too. 
Working in the fresh air and being 
among trees and plants reduces 
stress and relieves muscle tension, 
studies have shown. 

Remember your limitations, 
though. Many gardeners worry that 
too much lifting in the garden will 
damage their backs. Obviously, if 
you are attempting to move a really 
heavy object, ask for help. 

“You need to keep an S-shaped 
spine position when lifting, 
sweeping or raking, changing sides 
regularly. Stand with your back 
against a wall, with your head, 
shoulder blades, heels and the base 
of your back (coccyx) also 
touching the wall. That will give 
you an idea of the S- spine 
position. 

“Keep your shoulders back and 
look at the horizon, not 
downwards, when you squat, to 
hold the position,” says Domoney. 

Work at a steady, constant speed 
to keep heart rate up at a set level 
and don’t do too much of one thing 
- three hours’ digging is likely to 
result in a lot of aches and pains.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 



ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains.

Q Turn off electric appliances.

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How to save fuel 
as you’re driving 


GREEN driving can cut carbon 
emissions and save you money, 
including some 15 per cent on fuel 
alone. 

Whatever type of vehicle you drive, it’s 
time to get into the green driving habit, so 
here’s a few tips on saving fuel - and 
cutting C02 emissions as you do: 

■ The main principle of advanced driving 
- looking ahead to avoid having to stop so 
often - is also the key to green driving. 
Keep your vehicle moving as long as you 
can, even in traffic queues. 

■ Driving at a constant speed is far more 
fuel efficient than accelerating and 
braking. It is also safer because stopping 
increases the risk of being hit from behind. 

■ It will take most cars at least a couple of 
miles to warm up and run efficiently. 
Could you walk, cycle or use public 
transport? 

■ If not, think about linking short trips 
together to avoid starting several journeys 
with a cold engine. 

■ Reverse into parking bays: If you do all 
the manoeuvring with a hot engine you 
can drive straight off when you come back. 
This warms the engine up quickly. 

■ Checking your vehicle regularly makes 
driving more efficient. In particular check 
the pressure of your tyres weekly, when 
they’re cold. Wrongly inflated tyres have a 
big impact on fuel economy and they are 
also more vulnerable to damage. Check if 
your car has an eco-setting for its tyres. 

■ Put your car on a diet. Remove 
unnecessary weight, including roof racks, 
car clutter and heavy items in the boot. 
The heavier you are, the more fuel you’ll 
burn. Removing clutter from the car also 
reduces the risk of something rolling 
forward and sticking under a pedal. 

■ Use air conditioning and climate control

sparingly as they significantly increase fuel 
consumption. When frozen, scraping or 
spraying your windscreen before starting 
the engine will reduce the need to use 
these functions for as long. 

■ Around town open your windows to cool 
the car down, but at high speeds, keep 
your windows closed to maintain the aero¬ 
dynamics of the car. Use air-con to get the 
car to a comfortable temperature, and 
then turn it off. 

■ Keeping the inside of the front and rear 
windscreens squeaky-clean will reduce the 
time you need to spend using the 
heating/air con to clear the screen. Traffic 
fumes form a film on the glass which 
attracts moisture and makes them mist up 
easily. 

■ Stick to the speed limit. This offers a 
good compromise between economy and 
getting somewhere.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 



Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 


• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
